Lip Service "Til The Death 


With the announced resignation of 
Supreme Court Justice Dave Whitney, 
once again it is time for Santa Ana Col- 
lege students and student government 
leaders to pay lip service to the import- 
ance of in depth inquiry into the qualifi- 
cations of a presidential appointee. 

The appalling way in which presiden- 
tial appointments have been lackadaisi- 
cally breezed through the ranks of the 
college Senate in the past must come to an 
end, and it is the task of every student and 
every student government leader at Santa 
Ana College to see that this end comes 


now. 


The job of Supreme Court Justice is 
an overwhelmingly important one and 
should therefore be given to an over- 
whelmingly capable individual. This stu- 
dent should have a working knowledge 
of both our federal system of government 
and the functioning and structure of the 
United States Supreme Court. 


Dear Editor: 

I’m not by nature a “Letters 
to the Editor’ contributor, but 
this instance shall prove the ex- 
ception. I’m referring to your re- 
cent publication in ‘““As We See 
it”? (you — the Editor, I take it), 
of a letter espousing the relative 
attributes of ‘Joe College” from 
a Marine corporal in Viet Nam.
